The D em ocratic income schedules 
provide for a 50 per cent reduction 
in norm al taxes anti a maximum sur­ 
tax rate of 44 per cent, instead of 25 
per cent cut in norm al income rates 
and maximum surtaxes of 25 per cent, 
as proposed by Secretary Mellon and 
carried in the bill.

Theories as to Why They Af­ 
fect Earth’s Temperature. 


New York.—A new sun spot having 
a diameter of more than 50,000 miles, 
a length large enough to stretch twice 
around the earth was observed recently 
from an observatory at West Chester, 
Pa., by Dr. David Todd, former director 
of Amherst college observatory. 
This 
great sun spot Is situated on the east­ 
ern edge of tile sun. 
Sun spots have been observed by as­ 
tronomers since tile remotest times. 
and many have attributed some of the 
abnormal weather phenomena of the 
earth to influences exerted by them. 
Many years ago the Australian astron­ 
omers, who had analyzed the observa­ 
tory records of weather covering more 
than a 
century, found that droughts 
and periods of heavy rains followed 
each other regularly in periods averag­ 
ing about 18 years. 
And during these 
cycles numerous sun spots phenomena 
were noted. 
In recent years astron­ 
omers have given much study to the In­ 
fluences of tile appearances of sun 
spots upon our weather and while there 
is not at present u general agreement 
on the theory, little grounds are left 
for believing that other factors than 
sun spots are responsible for many of 
the more violent terrestrial weather 
and climatic disturbances, magnetic 
and electrical storms, hurricanes and 
droughts are intimately connected with 
sun spots. 
Affects Earth's Temperature. 
Notwithstanding the large amount 
of study that has been devoted to sun 
spots during the last IOO years, they 
are not at present fully understood. 
Two theories are advanced to explain 
them. 
The one most generally held is 
that sun spots are vortex of cyclonic 
phenomena within the sun’s external 
envelope, which are, in many respects, 
analogous to tornadoes and hurricanes 
on the earth. 
Every sun spot has a magnetic field, 
the polarity of which Is .secured by 
noting the direction of rotation of the 
electrons In the vortex of the spot. 
This is done by spectroscopic measure­ 
ments

During the cold evenings when the 
radiator Is In service no one can sit 
near enough to it to make use ef the 
light for reading. 
In the average 
house, celling lights are not nearly so 
affective nor so practical as those on 
the walls. 
There is one exception to 
this and that Is in the dining room. 
Here, lf both cannot be had. one 
socket In the ceiling over the table Is 
preferable. 
In the living room never 
place a light In the center of the wall 
over the mantel piece. 
In tile bath­ 
room, if only one light is used It should 
not be placed in the celling, 
lf a hall­ 
way Is very I arrow wall lights should 
not be used. 


Dwarfs In History. 
Dwarfs, until very recent days, have 
been highly regarded and mnch sought 
after. 
In far-away days kings have 
fought over dwarfs, aud a court that 
possessed one was considered very for­ 
tunate and altogether stylish. Wealthy 
folk, even, competed with monarchs ip 
the purchase of dwarfs as a sort of 
hall-mark of aristocracy. 
A race of 
tiny people in Equatorial Africa, the 
Akkas, were much prized by the early 
Pharaohs. 
The Romans tried to sup­ 
ply the demand by artificial dwarfing, 
and had separate words to distinguish 
the natural from the unnatural dwarf.

A hotbed enables anyone to have 
green 
spring vegetables at a time 
when this stuff is still selling at a 
very high price in the markets.

also enables the person with a small 
plot of ground to prolong the season 
of certain tabla vegetables as well as 
giving him a place to start the growth 
of flowers or vegetables for trans­ 
planting, as soon

Start Balow Froat Line.
